SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions, 
Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable. house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing mM pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. 


‘A homesteader who has exhausted hie 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
Price $3.00 
por acre, Duties. —Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate

THREE NOTCH ROADS. 


Their Curious Title Comes From the 
Name of George III. 

In Missouri and some other central 
western states there are roads that are 
called “three notch roads.” They are 
public highways ax distinguished from 
the roads that lead to a sawmill, a 
schoolhouse, a church or an isolated 
farmhouse. ‘A three notch road “goes 
somewhere.” Prueeding along such a 
road, the traveler is pound, in time, to 
reach a town. 

There lies behind the curious title an 
interesting story, it appears that 
King George 11, decreed that all Eng- 
lish public roads, as king’s highways, 
should be marked with bis name. In 
the colonies it was often impossible to 
mark the roads.with the care and 
thoroughness that were bhsed in Eng- 
jland, and in the wilderness it was 
| enough to cut three notches on the 

largest trees along the roads. 

After the Revolution, of course, the 
name of King George was omitted, 
| but the three notches proved useful as 
| @ means of marking public roads, 

Virginia colonists, it is said, carried 

the practice into Tennessee, Kentucky 
; and Indiana, and their children, in 
turn, carried it into Missouri. 

Originally Missouri had no counties. 

Later, when they were formed, the 

state decided that if the task were left 
; to the counties there would be little 
' yoad building. Accordingly, the state 
constructed the rvnds and marked 
them with three notches. Later, 
when the counties undertook to build 
roads, they were designated in the 
timber country by two notches. Prior 
to and during the war between the 
states the diStinctiun was preserv- 
ed, and three notch roads were al- 
ways “through ronds" that ted from 
one town of importance to another, 
Two notch roads were less important 
highways, and ronds not notched at 
all were either rnil roads or: plank 
roads, A rail road was a road leading 
to a camp where mev split rails, and 
a plank road ted to a sawmill.— 
Youth's Companion.

A CATHEDRAL IN DANGER. 


St. Paul's, in London, So Shaky That 
Repairs Are Imperative. 
London's famuus cathedral,  S8t. 
Paul's, is in a shaky condition, and the 
authorities, alarmed for its safety, 
have appealed to the public for funds 
to make the repuirs that are impera- 
tive if the structure is to be preserved. 
These repairs will cost about $350,- 
000. 
The danger of an accident owing to 
the present condition of the structure 
is a source of cunstapt anxiety. The 


put in by Sir Christopher Wren, the 
famous architect, who built the cathe- 
dral. This work bas been a source of 
serious mischief fur some time. 

Fhe settling walls aad unstable piers 
on an fiisecure foundation have threat- 
ened the total destruction of the fa- 
toous building for years. An investi- 
gativun last year led to considerable 
criticism of Sir Christopher. Wren's 
work. It was found that the whole 
superstructure is literally laced togeth- 
er with iron ties and that the build- 
ing is sv delicately poised that if it 
were not for these ties it would prouba- 
bly fall. 

The foundation is said to be almost 
the worst that could be found, and the 
piers instead of being solid masonry 
are only thin shells of Portland stone 
filled in with rubble. The weight of 


| the huge dome overburdens these piers. 


It will take several years to com- 
plete the repairs and altegations which 
are to be made.

Stage lighting with invisible light fe 
not so absurd as it sounds and has 
been shown to give some novel and at 
tractive effects, though its use, of 
course, is very limited. Ultra violet 
rays are the invisible light. and, though 
they cannot be seen by the eye, certaim 
substances may be caused to glow of 
become fluorescent if they are placed 
in these rays. Clothes, scenery and 
stage decorations of various kinds, 
when they are coated with the proper 
substance, will glow if ultra. viole@ 
rays are directed at them. 

In the experimental tests a spot light 
similur to that usually used in a thea- 
ter gallery was directed at the stage, 
but all the light except the invisible 
ultra violet rays was blocked by filters. 
The spot light thus thrown on the stage 
did not givé the cone of light usually 
so easily detected between the lamp 
and the stage; thougb the cone of rays 
was there, these rays were invisible. 

Objects on the stage coated with par 
affin gave a violet or sky blue glow. A 
chemical! called rhodamine gave a yel- 
lowish red glow, while articles coated 
with a combination of puratiin and 
rhodamine gave a burgundy red. Am 
other chemical gave a green effect, 
and various colors could be obtained 
with combinations of these three.—Sat- 
urday Evening lost. 


SKATING ON SALT. 


Just as Good as an Ice Rink Except ta 
Very Warm Weather. ~ 

Nature has been conquered once 
more. Men can skate, not on ice, buf 
on salt. A salt skating rink, construct 
ed by a patented process, was. recently 
exhibited and operated in Berlin. 

All skaters will welcome the invem 
tion of a method of producing by pure 
ly chemical means and witbout the em- 
ployment of a costly refrigerating prow 
ess a saline crystalline mass which ex- 
hibits all the characteristic properties 
of ice. The surface of the mass cag 
scarcely be distinguished from a sur 
face of natural or artificial ice, and the 
resemblance is increused by the fact 
that the shavings produced by the 
skates have all the appearance of snow, 
The mass is entirely odorless and com 
tains no ingredient tnjurious to the 
health or the clothing of the skaters, 
It can be utilized for skating with om 
dinary ice skates in every -season and 
climate, except when the temperatare 
is higher than 86 degrees F. 

The maxs can be applied to any tight 
four of wood, cement or asphalt, from 
which it can easily be removed by 
chipping or steaming It is preferable 
to construct the skating floor in «@ 
building, but it may be installed in the 
open air if it is protected from reais 
and drying winds.—Scientific American

PROMOTION FOR RIGHT MEN 


How the C.P.R. Look After Their Ef-

That scheme of the Canadian 
Pacific to discover the good and bad 
points of its employees, with the idea 
of rendering more adequate justice 
to the individual, is creating interest 
on the big American systems.

It has been felt that while the men 
close at hand could be measured as 
to capacity, the thousands at a dis- 
tance, working on all parts of the line, 
extending for thotisands of miles 
might be overlooked in spite of the 
most undeniable qualifications. 

Mr. Hall then, appoints tr ustworthy 
persons who shall go over the west- 
ern system regularly. watch the men, 
themselves unsuspected, and report, 
not their bad, but their good qualities; 
how they do their work; how they 
conserve the intereste of the company: 
how they show their zeal. If bad, 
things must* be reported. Those 
against whom the black mark is made 
will have a chances to be heard before 
judgment is 1endered. In~ this way, 
it is believed the merits of the men 
will be more certainly discovered, and, 
being discovered, promotion will fol- 
low upon the discovery—when~ that 
igs. possible. 

This idea, which is exen now being 
put into effect, is regarded by the 
big American systems as at once nov- 
el and excellent. The wonder is that 
it was not tried before. The men who 
are at the elbow of the president or 
at. the heads of departments are, of 
course, noticed-and promoted, which 
may be just enough; but those who 
are not scen, have not the same 
chance and yet they might be just 
as eapable as the more favored oncs. 
This has been felt to be a grievance 
from the beginning, but a grievance 
which could not, apparently, be re- 
medied.. Mr. Hall has found a way. 
He brings each employee close by the 
report he will receive respecting him. 
Of course, the investigation which the 
secret inspector can make must. nec- 
essarily be superficial: nevertheless 
it will have value. They can see where 
there is courtesy; a willingness to 
help; zeal for the service; and these 
enter into character.

can be procured in any first-class 

store at one-half the price the tm- 
ported article sells for. 

Such articles as raisins, currants 
and many other things, which do not 
grow in Canada, or are not produced 
here, have of necessity to be import- 
ed, and the duty paid. 

If the consumer would devote a lit- 
tle thought and attention to this sub- 
ject a large amount of morey could 
and would be saved.—-Canadian Wome 
Journal.
